of hotels and restaurant* make a practice of 
distributing the fragment* of food collected 
from the tables, to the poor, at regular hours 
every afternoon. 
By observing Sow thla ia 


done, any curious person ean readily obtain 
tome insight into the miseries of the city. By 
the same process, a partial clue may be hs>d to 
the so-called "miseriei" of New York, Which 
have always afforded a prolific theme for scrib- 
blers. The place where these bounties are to be 
dispensed, ig indicated some time in advance by 
throng* of wretched looking people who eagerly 
crowd around, with baskets, aprons, &c., in 
which to bear away the expected giftt. 
The 


bloated inebriate, to'ttering creatures enfeebled 
by disease, as well as many young girls, acting 
as agents for others who remain in their own 
garrets and cellars—all are represented. 
On 


the tiret appearance of the provisions, which 
form a complete chowder of bread, meats, 
pastry, lobster, fiah and vegetables, a general 
rush is made, which has often tu be forcibly re 
polled. 
With a large scoop, broken plate or 


something of the kind, a quantity of the mixture 
is thrown into each vessel or other receptacle 
extended to receive it, with all postible rapidity 
—the crowd meanwhile pressing closer and 
closer, until again forced into the background. 
Every device is resorted to in order to secure a 
double portion. 
A common trick it to have a 


basket placed on one side, into which each 
fresh instalment is deposited until no more can 
be procured. Another will have a copious apron 
or bag suspended from tie waist, secure Jrom 
observation while the contents of the extended 
basket or diah are slowly thrust into it un- 
noticed.

THE following history of the origin and pro. 


gressoftbe Turner*, from the A'. V. Tribune, 
of the 31*t nit., it worth reading. There i* a 
society of this kind—called Turn Verein—in 
thi* city, as our reader* are, doubtless, gener 
ally aware: 


THE TUIBNJER*.- 


The first that wai heard of the Turners by 


the general public of this country, was in con 
nection with the lamentable riot at Hoboken, 
in May, 1851, \vben these peaceful .German* 
were beset br a gang of bullies, and a bloody 
fight ensued, ID which the Turners were not on- 
ly the victors, but had the sympathy of tbe en 
tire community. Sinoe then they have gone on 
increasing in numbers and extending their 
branches wherever young men of German ori 
gin could be found to form a nucleus; and now 
we see that tbe Fourth Grand Festival of the 
Turners is to be commenced at Philadelphia in 
the course of the present week. On this occa- 
sion it is eipected that about 5,000 men, be- 
longing to some 80 Unions, will take part iu 
the gymnastic performances, as well as in the 
social pleasure* of the anniversary. 


The modern system of phyiical disciplinei 


taught quite generally in Europe and intro- 
duced in a few school* and gymnastic establish- 
ments of our large towns, is, we believe, of Ger- 
man origin, though the idea is borrowed from 
the ancients. The aim is, by scientific culture' 
to develop the muscular powers into the fullest 
health, endurance and symmetry. As long ago 
as the time of tbe American Revolution, Base- 
dow, a true philanthropist ol Germany, not only 
urged the establishment of a system of educa- 
tion for the body, which «hould keep pace with 
the training of the mental faculties, but actually 
carried it into practice, and set up an institution 
of the sort. Nearly thirty years later, the fam- 
ous John employed the scheme for patriotic 
purposes, and Turner's Unions, in which gym- 
nastics aud hatred to tbe foreign oppressor 
were Inculcated with equal efficiency, sprang 
up over all Germany. 
It is admitted that the 


excellence of tbe soldiers and their success in 
tbe German War of Independence were in a 
great measure due to the lessons received by 
the young gymnasts in these establishments. 
After tbe war, the Governments at first favored 
these useful and patriotic institution!, but it 
wai loon discovered that the spirit which had 
been raised against an alien tyrant would close- 
ly scrutinize the acts of a domestic one. Hence 
tho Turners became suspected, and soon after 
were suppressed. Of late years, however, their 
exercises and meeting* have been revived agni* 
iu Germany, and sinca 1848 they have been 
transported to tbi* country. 


The name Turner comes from the word to 


turn, which has essentially the same significa- 
tion in English as in German, and may be ap- 
plied to gymnastics in the one with about as 
much propriety as in the other. They are or- 
ganized in Societie* or Unions, without limita- 
tion as to numbers, meeting for exercise at 
regular times, and as now in Philadelphia, com' 
ng together once a year for public trial and 
competitions with all the Unions of the coun- 
ty. Persons of every nationality are admitted 
» become member* : though as German is the 
language principally spoken, we believe there 
are few who are not of German origin. The 
exercises comprise the entire round of acrobatic 
'eats nnd display* of strength and agility.— 
Each Union hits it* meetings fur practice in tho 
open nir when possible, and emulation and tbe 
timulu* of common effort by numbers aoon 
iroduoe admirable results in developing mus- 
cular force and dexterity in the members. 


A good deal has been said concerning theal- 


eged radical, political and religious notions en- 
tertained by the mas* of the Turners, but what- 
ever those notion* may be, they have no imme- 
diate connection with the great object of gym- 
nastic discipline; and besides, what is false, er- 
oneous, or exaggerated, will in time be chan- 
ged by tlie action of free discussion and tbe 
growth of intelligence among all classes of the 
population. But as for the training which forms 
ound and vigorous bodies for the habitation of 
sound minds, and which by its festival* relieves 
he tedium of toll (most of the Turners are la- 
orlng men) with the charm of genial sociality,
